This dur exceſſiue multuude ok teremonies was 
ſo great,. and manye of them ſo darbeithat they did moꝛe 
confounde and darken then declare and ſettothe Cha 
ſtes benefites vnto vs. 

And beſides thts,Chailtes Golpelis notateremantal 
law(as much o Moſes law was) dut it is a raligiõ to 
ſerue God, not in bondage of the figure oz ſhadowe, unt 
in the fredome of ſpirite,beinge content onely with thoſe 
ceremonies, Whiche do ſerue to a decent oꝛder. and God 
lye dilcipline , andſuche as be apte to ſtirre vp the dulle 
minde of man to the remembꝛaũce of his duetie ta God, 
by ſome notable and ſpectall lignitication whereby Yee 
micht be edified. 

Furthermoꝛe, the moſt weightie cauſe ofthe aboliſhe⸗ 
ment of certain teremomes was chat they Were ſo farre

As that it is not like that 
they in tyme to come, ſhoulde bee abuſed as the other 
haue bene. And in theſe dur doinges we condemne no o⸗ 
ther nations, noꝛ pꝛeſeribe any thinge , but to our owne 
people oneip. Foꝛ wethinke it tõuenient that euery coũ⸗ 
try ſhould vie ſuch cecemonies, as they ſhall thinke beſt, 
to the ſetting foꝛth of Gods honour oꝛ gloꝛp.⁊ to the re⸗ 
ducing ot the people to a moſt perfect and Godly lining 
without errouroz ſuperſticiõ.

When Pylate hearde that ſayinge, he was the moꝛe 
afrayd, and Went againe into the iudgement hall and ſayd 
vnto Jelus: whence art thou; But Jelus gaue hym none 
aunl were. Then ſayde Pylate vnto him: Spe akeſte thou 
not vnto me⸗knoweſt thou not that J haue power to cru- 
cilie thee, and haue power to loole thee Jeſus aunſwered: 
thou couldeſt haue no power at all agaynſte me. excepte it 
were geuen thee from aboue: Therkoꝛe he that deliuered me 
vnto thee, hath the moꝛe ſynne. And frõ thenceloꝛth ſought 
Pylate meanes to loſe him: but the Jewes cryed, ſayinge:
